the remarks of members of the 
Torrance Unified School District 
hoard, in answer lo complaints 
that the Perry School is woe­ 
fully Inadequate for its enroll­ 
ment of nearly 1000 pupils.

Double sessions for fhe entire 
school are altogether too real­ 
istic a threat, in view of Increas­ 
ing enrollment, while builders 
Increase housing In the school 
area with homes and apartment 
houses. . . .

Insufficient building has re- 
suued iroin lack of funds. 
Other communities, however, 
have solved this problem, and it 
can be solved in Torrance. There 
Is plenty of bonrl money avail­ 
able, and the federal govern­ 
ment i.s now planning to make 
r ^fe such funds available by 
congressional. action. . . .

Indefinite continuance of the 
Inadequacy Is hardly necessary 
in the opinion of the fathers 
and mothers of the Perry 
School who have joined to­ 
gether to see what can be done 
because there is no other or­ 
ganization at this time so dedi­ 
cated.

Emergency action is recom- 
maided, even to the use of tern- 
pn$nry classrooms, In order to 
keep children in school full 
days.

Th« North Torrance Fathers 
club seeks to obtain more class­ 
rooms for the Perry school and 
to clean up the school neighbor- 1 
hood. That is its sole purpose,
  nd membership js open to all 
\vho desire to join in urging
 chool improvement.

Since home and industrial 
hiding io Torranco must ulti­ 
mately reach its limit, it i.s prac­ 
ticable by surveys to establish 
the ultimate nerds of each com­ 
munity as to schools.

After the establishment of
 uch ultimate needs, Immediate 
plans should be launched by the 
Torranre Unified School district 
to provide the necessary school 
facilities to prrmanrntly take 
all children off half-day ses-

Such building eventually will 
be necessary. Through the 
raising of funds by bond issues 
\ve can meet this nerd.

It has been stated by Mr. 
Waldrip of the board and by 
Mr. HuJJ, the school superin­ 
tendent, that the district has 
been limited by law in the use 
of funds. According to the best 
Information available, the laws 
)>>JftinR such use of funds were 
passed years ago and are now 
nerving only as a deterrent to 
the building of adequate schools.

Let the School Board answer 
the question as to why no ef­ 
fort has been made to obtain a 
change in the laws to permit 
more building in/the face of the 
greatest need that ever has 
existed in this or any other com­ 
munity.
 ^orfover, there is pending 

now in congress a bipartisan' 
bill to provide billion* in federal 
aid for schools. Every effort, 
should be made by school au-' 
thorlties to facilitalp the pas­ 
sage of this important legisla­ 
tion, which In itself could per­ 
manently eliminate the crisis in 
e d u c a t i o n, especially where 
mass migrations of the kind 
now taking place in California 
oquLir.
